It will enter the 
‘shadow about the time of moon rise 
so that this particular phase may 
not be witnessed unless the sky is 
very clear. The times, given in Pa- 
cific standard time, will be as given 
below for Oakland and vicinity: 
Moon enters the shadow at....6:41:8 
Middle of eclipse... 8:12:9 
Moon leaves shadow... 8:44:0 

After 9:44 the méon will still re- 
main in the penumbra and this phase 
will be visible for about ten to twenty 
minutes.
